Another banner year for ducks was 
recorded from North America’s prairie 
pothole waterfowl breeding grounds. 
According to Ducks Unlimited, Inc., 
“This past fall flight has grown from 71 
million to somewhere between 83 to 90 
million waterfowl.” Very good water and 
nesting cover conditions in key points of 
the prairie pothole region; years of 
habitat conservation work by public/ 
private sector partnerships; and the 36 
million acres of erodible farmland being 
protected for use by wildlife under the 
Conservation Reserve Program enacted 
in 1985 are all important factors in the 
duck population increase. 


Michigan is likely to have a dove 
season next year. A bill to establish a 
season passed the full Senate last 
spring. The House will hear the measure 
at a later date. 
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Minnesota hunters enjoyed a record 
spring turkey season in 1995. During 
seven separate seasons which ran from 
mid-April through mid-May 2,339 
gobblers were taken. The 1994 harvest 
was 1,975 birds. The overall hunting 


success rate was just over 27 percent. 


Louisiana bald eagles increased 11 
percent in 1995. The Department of 
Wildlife Fisheries says 101 active nests 
produced 157 young eagles. In 1993- 
94, 131 fledglings were produced from 
90 active nests.
